ON FOREST RESERVE 
IN ROCKYJOUNTAINS 

Only a Few Small Fires Cook 
Place Last Year 

During the seison ..f 1012 th;re 
have been no dangerous tires within 
cither the Brazeau or Atbnbaska 
Forests of the Hocky Mountains iFor- 
cst Reserve. There have been a f 'w 
small tires along the new railways un- 
der construction within the Brazeau 
Reserve, ca'ised by negligence on the 
part of contractors, hut throughout 
the season the weather conditions 
have been so favorable that the dan- 
ger of serious tires was almost negli- 
gible. 

The Brazeau and Athabask a forests 
are the two north 'fly divisions of the. 
large Rocky Mountains forest reserve 
and with proposed additions consti- 
tute over one third the total ar»a 
of the Rocky Mountain Forest Re- 
serve on the onstern slope of the 
Rocky Mountains, or about four and 
a half million acres. The* office of the 
forrst supervisor of t'ieBe reserves is 
now situated within the Brazeau re- 
serve, at Mile 37 of the Alberta Coal 
Branch, 46 miles southwest of Rlson, 
the first divisional point on the main 
line of the O.T.P, Ry., 150 miles west 
of Bd nonton. During the season of 
1912 there hive been fifteen forest 
rangers in all stationed, at different 
points over the two reserve-. This, 
of course, Isa very Inadequate f.Tce 
for such a lar^c area.
